The prevention clause in tho act of Assembly 


of 1703, wna productive of much dissension in 
Iho llret years of the century. Tim opinion was 
liiduitriouily circulated by Deputy BarTcyors, 
and other interested penoiu, that every tract of 
400 acres without a settlement commenced uttd 
continued, was open to the entry and occupancy 
of iho ttrt-t bona fide seller, without regard to 
tliu previous warrant. Settlers who hud entered 
into contract with the several land companies to 
fill ill tliu terms of settlement for a part of tbc 
kud, were disposed to claim Ilia whole, under 
tho pica of ibat tut* t'oiupank'S bud Inclined for- 
fclture ot tho laud, and therefore tuc contract 
was obtained by misrepresentation and was void. 


The warrantee- was thus brought into conflict 


with thu intruder upon Ll» land. The latter 
relying upon tbe legal cor redness of the opinion 
•o universally promulgated took possession of 
the tint and test voetat tract h« could find, built 
his cabin, aud commenced to clear and cultivate 
hi* farm ; thus speedily the country was filled 
with a population known as " actual settlers." 


The companies who claimed the laud by war- 


rant, purchased from the State, wore uot disposed 
to submit quietly to the;lutrusion ; they appealed 
to the courts of liw and many writs of ejectment 
were served ; the settlera held conventions, em- 
S 


loycd counsel, and were prepared for an ar- 
ous contest. Lawful and unlawful measure* 
wore canvassed and approved by many, during1 
the excitement of the time. Unscrupulous and 
desperate men were leaders In the controversy, 
who contended that all means were morally right, 
which would protect them lu tho possession of 
their land. Hence in the heat of excitement a 
plot was formed to destroy evidence, In the county 
records and the offices ot the laud companies. 


A veritable gunpowder plot was projected, to 


blow up the Prothonoinry office and the several 
laud offices In Meadvillo aud Eric. When on 
tbe eve of accomplishment, one of the conspir- 
ators relented, and with praiseworthy energy, 


by visiting uud remon- 
prevented the catastrop 
strating with the principal leaders. 


The question at issue between the warrantee 


and senior turned upon the tact of prevention, 
aud if proved, the obligation of peisistencu ul- 
tcrwarde, iu fulfilling the conditions of settle- 
ment and residence specified iu the act. Tdc 
companies claimed that a prevention operated iu 
die charge of said obligation, and the title of the 
warrantee was perlcctcd. By agreement, u case 
stated was put at Issue, and argued liefon* Judge 
Washington, of the U. S. Supreme Couri ai Sun- 
bGry, Pa., aud a decision OK above points tfiveii 
in favor of tbe warrantee. This settled as be- 
tween the warrantee and the intruder, the legal 
status of tho dispute.

But it is 
much more probable that bis views coincide 
with those of u soldier with whom ho has BO long 
served. Could the country receive a clear ex- 
pression of opinion from llie chief military hero 
of the war, it would tend to allay that uneasiness 
winch tho unsettled political condition ol tho 
country naturally creates.
